Water  Supplies. 

.Diu'rf.inig'  tlbe  yeatr  it  was  neioe,SiS'ary  to  out  off  water  supplies'  du,rin,g 
the  h'ours  of  10'  p.m',  to)  6 a.m.  om  th'ree  niglhts  eaicih  week.  This  was 
neoessariy  to  enable  water  toi  bie  coniserved'  at  the  serivice  reseirvoir  at 
Penwallis,  if  this  weire  not  done,  it  wo'utd  not  be  possilble  to  distribute 
water  to  soime  o'f  the  biglher  levels  in  the  district. 

Worlk  b'dis  progressied  ini  the  Auig, mentation  Sciheme  authoirised  by 
the  Eisbgutard  and  'Goodwick  Wiaiter  an;dl  Gas  Act  of  1936.  Tbe  pro- 
posed new  maim  from'  the  so-uroes  of  suipplj^  to'  the  seirviee  riese.r'voir  will 
undoiulb'tedly  eliimimate  the  nieied  of  intermit  tent  cutting  oif  supplies.  The 
Counicil  aut'horiseid  the  inistajllatiom  of  Wallace  and'  Tieirnain  Chlorinome 
at  Pen'wallis  with  a view  to  eliminiatiimg  biaicteria  content  in  the  water, 
this  plant  was  installed  and  worked  satisfactory  dturirng  the  year. 

Samples  were'  subm'itted  for  amaly.sis  and  the;  analyst’s  report  in 
each  case  waS  satiisfactory. 

A niumber  of  coimiplaiints  were  receiveid  and  inivestiigated  of  inade- 
quate supply,  and  as  previously  stated,  most  of  these  complaints  are 
due  to  corroision,  in  the  existing  services  pipes.  It  wonld  be  an  advan- 
tage to'  all  concerned  if  owners  renewed  eld  service  pipes  on  the  com- 
pletioln  o;f  the  present  augmenitationi  works. 

Duiring  the)  year  steps  halve  been(  takeni  withi  a view  to  obtaining  a 
s'ulffi'cient  supply  of  water  to  he  uses  not  previonsly  provided  with  a:  su'ffi- 
cient  supply.  Haribour  Village,  'Go'Od\yick,  is  supplied  by  the 
Railway  Company  from  its  own  supply  othtaimeid  f.ro'm  Letterston,  also 
the  Docks  are  supplied  from  this  source.  Stop  and  lOall  area,  inicludiimg 
the  'Co’uncil  School  is  supplied  from.  Ffynnonclyn.  Lower  Fishgiuard  is 
de;pendant  upion  various  springs  in  the  lo'cality.  When'  thie  present  aiug- 
mentationi  wo'rks  alre  co'mpleted  these  areas  will  be  able  to'  obtain  a 
supply  from  the  Conneiill’s  undertakin'g.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  ohiange  has  Ibeen  made  in  the  mietho'd  of  disposal  of  sewage  duf- 
ing  the  year,  this  mie'theid  is  by  three  malin  ontfalls  to'  the  sea,  viz.,  iSlade, 
Saddle  Point,  and  near  the  Marine  Facto'ry  at  Fisthguard  'H'ar'bour,. 

The  outfall  at  Slade,  Fishguard,  cannot  be  regarded  as  sialtisfactoiry 
as  the  outfall  is  abo've  low  water  mark. 

Lower  Town  is  not  yet  pirovided  vnith  a se'wage  system,  adequate 
sewerage  is  long  overdue  in  this  area. 

Such  provision  bias  not  bee'U  made  in  the  past  owing  to  no  piropeir 
water  supplies  being  available,  but  now  that  the  pro'vis'i'oni  of  anr  adequate 
supply  of  water  is  being  made  aivailable  the  Couneil  could  favourably 
consider  the  provisiion  nf  a sewage  schicme.  The  unsatisfa'ctory  method 
adiO'pted  by  the  inhabitants  for  disposing  of  night  soil  constitutes  a 
menace  to  public  health.  During  the  year  Private  Street  Works  were 
carried  out  at  Slade  way.  Th'ese  works'  ineJnded  the  laying  down  of  174 
lineal  yards  of  6"  sewer. 


During  tlie  year  steps  were  talken'  against  owners  to  provide  pro- 
per drainajge  facilitiieis  to  premises.

Shops. 


These  premises  halve  periodiiciall'y  Ibeen  insipeoted  by  your  officers, 
no  formal  action  has  beein  tafaen  during  the  year  in  the  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1934. 

Inspections  have  also  beeni  miade  to  premises  where  foods  are  pre- 
pared and  deposited  for  isale.  A difficult  proiblem  arises  from  the  ten- 
dency tO'  Uisel  parts  of  priivaite  dwellilnig  bouises  as  shopis  for  the  sale  of 
food.  It  frequently  haippens  that  the  room  used’  ais  shop  premises  is 
very  small  and  inadequate.

Premises  from  which  isuch  nuisancieis  are  likely*  to  arise  haive 
been  kept  under  observation  and  the  Council  have  'durinig  the  year  con- 
sidered a report  of  an  Inspector  of  a GoiverniYnent  Department  in  res- 
pect of  the  alleged  niuisa.nice  of  iGoodwick  Brickworlks.

There  are  no^  swimmiing  bathis  or  pools,  public  or  private,  in  the 
area. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  cases  of  infestation  of  bed  bugs  'have  been  observer!  by  your 
Officers,  so  no  action  has  been  called  for. 


Disinfection. 

In  all  cases  whtere  notifiable  diiseases  have  O'ccuirredi,  premises  have 
been  diisinfectedl  incluidiing'  sclhoels.  Diisinfectiion  ha^s  also*  'been  carried 
out  in  cases  of  doubt,  in  these  iinistanices  it  has  been  carried  out  at  the 
request  of  owner  or  occupier.

Arranig'ements  exist  for  the  disinfection  of  clething,  etc.,  for  tuber- 
culosis lat  S'ealylhiam  'Hospital^,  other  niotiifiiable  diiseases  at  Pembroike 
Dock.  In  isucihi  cases  the  cost  of  transport  to  and  from  these  plaices 
falls  on  the  Couinicil. 

Schools. 

There  are  four  Eleimentary  S'Clhools,  one  Intermediate  and  two 
Private  iSchools  in  the  area. 

S'tep'S  were  taken  durintgi  the  yeiar  wiith'  a xiew  to'  impro'ving  the  S'ani- 
tary  .accommiodtation'  at  the  Intermediate  Sc'hoiol  at  Fishguard.  Unfor- 
tunately thei  lL.Ei.A.  did  not*  consider  it  expedient  to  connect  these  pre- 
mises to  the  pulblic  sewer. 

Attention  is  called  tO'  tire  very  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  sani- 
tary accomm'Oidation  at  the  Niational  School,  Fishguard.  The  type  of 
closet  at  these  premises  are  obsolete  aind'  should  not  be  tolerated. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

During  the  year  complaints  have  ibeen  received  and  imvesti gated 
of  pollution  caused  by  persons  in  the  area  depositing  thie  contents  of 
pail  closets  over  the  river  tbanlks.  The  place  wthere  the  contents  are 
s’enerally  thrown  is  subjeicted  to  tidal  movemeints,  hut  it  often  happens 
that  the  refuise  is  thrown  carelessly  oiver  the  bank  and  a large  quiantity 
of  it  remains  on  the  highier  piart  of  the  bank  which  is  not  cleamied  with 
high  tides. 

Duirinig  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  issue  notices  tn  alii  house- 
holderis  in  this  area,  warning  them  against  this  practice.  It  is  extreme- 
ly difficult  to  iascertain  the  actual  culprits  as  the  offence  is  done  during 
the  night. 

Slaughterhouses. 

These  preimiises  continue  to  be  kept  under  close  observation  and 
takes  up  a great  deal  of  the  time  of  the  Inspector  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  nuimber  of  premises  are  so  few.

Owing  to  the  influx  bf  a la-tge  nuimlber  of  people  employed  at  the 
works  in  Trecwin,  the  bousing  accomimodation,  is  becoming  acute,  alsio 
tlhtere  are  a number  of  bouses  to  be  considered  with  a view  to  demoli- 
tion,. Propo'sals  are  in  thie  course  of  beiuig  prepared  ifor  the  provision 
of  an  additionlal  nuimber  to  be  built  at  Fishguard.  It  is  hoped  that  tbe 
erection  oif  these  additional  bou.seiS!  will  not  be  delayed  unduly. 

PORT  SANITATION. 

The  Council  are  the  Port  Health  Authoirity  and'  have  tbe  jurisdilc- 
tion  of  the  Healtb  Serviceis  oif  Fishguard  Harbour. 

The  port  deals  solely  with  the  traffic  from  Eire  and  no'  action  is 
taken  under  tbe  Iinspectloni  Oif  Aliens  Orders. 

No  foreign,  going  ships  enter  the  port  with  the  exception  of  'boats 
seeking  shelter  and  no'  certiflcates  have  been  called  for  in  respect  of 
clearance  during  the  year. 

The  ships  arriving  at  tlie  port  are  the  schedhi led  . services  from'  Cork, 
Waterford  and  Rosslare. 

The  Cork  services  arrive  on  Tuesdays,  Thuirsdays,  and  iS'aturda.vs. 

'The  Waterford  iservices  on.  Wednesdays  and  Sundays. 

- The  Rosslare  on.  each  day  except  Monidays  of  each  week. 

InspectioniS  haive  .been  ;m'ad.e  on  the  sliips  arriving,  no  laction  bias 
been  necessary  in  respect  of  the  sanitary  provisions  as  the  ships  are  al- 
ways maintained  in  a good  sanitary  cionidi.tion. 

Live  stock  continues  to  be  imported  from  Cork  and  Waterford, 
also  various  other  foods  produced  in  Eire. 

Such  foods  imported  are  not  stored  in  any  warehiouises  at  the  poirt 
as  the  goods  imported  are  tranisferred  from  the  boats  to  the  trains,  a' 
large  percentage  being  of  a perishable  nature. 

The  foods  imported  are  chiefly  bacon,  pork,  mutton,  lamb,  poultry, 
butter,  eggs,  cream,  fish,  animal  organs,  etc. 

Inspections  have  oontin.ued  to  be  miaintained  for  the  exaimiination 
of  Imported  Foods  and  resiults  shew  an  iimpirovement  in  the  quality 
imported.  There  is  alsoi  a!  decided  Improvelmenit  in  the  system  of  pack- 
ing for  triansport.
